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COURSE CONTENT AND EVALUATION 



We all fill out those course 
evaluation forms (which in many 
respects are inappropriate forms 
to start with) at the end of 
each term, but who knows what 
happens to then from there. Is 
anything worthwhile done with 
them and if so, there is 
obviously much room for 
improvement as course content 
hardly changes from year to 
year, and profs very seldom 
change their teaching methods.

improvements to be made, or 
he may just take a quick glance 
at them before filing them 
away. Some of the more 
conscientious professors take it 
upon themselves to look 
seriously at the comments. A 
summary of the evaluations for 
each course is then kept in the 
professor's record, and is given 
some consideration when the 
Faculty decides on promotion or 
tenure for the professor in 
question. 

After lengthy discussion, the 
committee recommended that 
department chairmen examine 
the evaluations more seriously, 
and that the chairmen of each 
department report to Faculty 
how they deal with the course 
evaluations. A written copy of 
these explanations will be 
available to the students. 

One of the major points 
brought up is that students do 
not fill out the forms properly. 
Evaluations are often illogical, 
incomplete, or without 
comments, (the comments being 
much more valuable than the 
computer cards). These 
evaluations are useless unless 
we, the students, take them 
seriously, and fill them out 
properly, just as we expect our 
course work to be evaluated 
properly in assessing our marks. 
So take the time to fill out the 
forms, and insist on at least 
twenty minutes of class time at 
the end of the term exclusively 
for this. 

If there is a serious problem 
that needs to be dealt with, 
then get together and speak to 
the professor or the Deartment 
Chairman. 

Training in ecological 
agriculture rather than 
conventional agriculture was the 
second topic discussed. A 
growing number of students are 
concerned about the lack of 
course content devoted to 
ecological agricultural methods. 

The point was brought up 
that Macdonald gives a better 
training in ecological agriculture 
now than it did in the 50's and 



60's. This doesn't say much, as 
such training was non-existent 
in those days. It was claimed at 
the meeting that the university 
at present fulfills its 
educational role of allowing the 
student to examine any given 
topic from all viewpoints, by 
allotting as much time in class 
to ecological as to conventional 
agriculture. Thus there is no 
question of indoctrination. ,We 
all know that this just isn't so. 
Little time in class is devoted 
to ecological agriculture, and it 
is left up to the student to 
assemble a few bits and pieces 
of information on biological 
farming from various courses. 
One can also pursue one's 
interest in ser 
personal research. Traditional 
farming methods, on the other 
hand are, in almost all courses, 
given in neat, easy to 
assimilate packages. 

Let's not sit back and idly 
wait for these things to change. 
Talk to professors and let them 
know what we want to learn, (a 
whole course on ecological 
agriculture?), many of them will 
be happy to co-operate. In the 
meantime, we could organise a 
seminar where a prof from each 
department would explain to 
interested students the courses 
which deal either in whole, or 
in part, with ecological 
agriculture (the calendar 
descriptions being of little use). 
Also, let's get some student 
input into Faculty and academic 
decisions. We are all members 
of AUS or FSUS (Agricultural 
Undergraduate Society and Food 
Science Undergraduate Society, 
for those who don't know), and 
any member(s) can represent 
their society on various Faculty 
committees (Course curriculum 
revision committee, Academic 
policy committee, Scholarships 
committee, Faculty planning 
committee,. ..etc.). Students can 
also be represented by a total 
of seven students in the 
decision-making Faculty 
meetings.

SPECTACULARLY INTERVENES 



The Student Council has 
been petitioned to consider 
establishing a new, elected 
position on the Student Council: 
the Student Activity 
Co-ordinator. The 
responsibilities of this office 
are described in this article. 

This is the first statement 
of the proposal read at the last 
General Student Meeting, March 
18, by Barry Thomerson. This 
spectacular intervention was the 
result of discussions among a 
group of people interested in 
improving communication 
between students and their 
elected representatives. 

The essence of the proposal 
is to create a position of 
Student Activity Co-ordinator 
(SAC), or a student ombudsman 
if you wish. The purpose of 
this new positin, along with the 
responsibilities of the future 
SAC are described in a 
three-page document filed with 
the Council. The proposal was 
received with suspicion at the 
General Meeting, which lacked 
a quorum. The main arguments 
against the new position was 
that the responsibilities were 
very similar to those of the 
External V-P. But are they 
really the same? Let's look at 
by-law 001. 

The purposes are laid out in 



student life in general, by 
channeling student opinion into 
the decision-making process, 
(article 6) 

The responsibilities of the 
decision are fairly well defined; 
the main one is defined by 
article 1: 'To coordinate student 
activities, and to be 
accountable to the student body 
at large for action taken while 
in office. The SAC would 
attend all meetings of any 
student organization except 
those he or she does not deem 
necessary. He or she will take 
part in the deliberations and 
can bring up for discussion 
things not included in the 
agenda. The SAC would be 
entitled to use all resources 
presently available to members 
of the student executive. As a 
student ombudsman could resort 
6 articles. The main purpose is 
to aid the functioning of the 
student body in both internal 
and external affairs, and to 
improve the rapport between 
the Studnt Council and the 
student body- also to publicize 
impartially all information of 
concern to the student body. 
The SAC will bring the 
concerns of the student body to 
the Student Council and will 
retrieve any information 
required, to the students. This 



new position should enhance the 
quality of education, and of 

to a procedure allowing him-her 
to suspend, for further 
consideration, a resolution 
passed by any student 
organization that could generate 
criticism rom the student body. 
After consultation with 
interested students, a 
documaent suspending the 
resolution would have to be 
drawn up and signed by at least 
forty students. The document 
would have to approved in an 
Open Student Meeting in order 
to be withdrawn forthwith. 

This new position of studnt 
activity coordinator can be sen 
as an insurance that the 
students will have their word to 
say in campus affairs. Their 
concerns and recommendations 
avoid the impermeable 
'bureaucratic mess' that was 
denounced earlier this term in 
these pages. An important 
condition would obviously be the 
availability of the SAC. The 
election for this position will be 
held before the end of this 
term, provided there is 
sufficient interest in the 
College. The SAC would begin 
organizing student activities in 
the summer months. 



HIGHLY QUALIFIED MANPOWER 



Highly qualified manpower 

was the theme of the last issue 
of Agrologist. Their subject 
was degree and diploma 
students in agriculture- the 
numbers graduating and jobs 
available; percentages entering 
post-graduate courses; the 
economics of continuing school, 
etc. 

Starting with the good news 
first... The Agrologist estimates 
the supply of agricultural 
graduates is 20% below demand. 
But only half of these are 
needed right now, the other 
half of this missing 20% are 
needed to go to grad school to 
get an MSc or PhD. Overall 
though, it suggests there are 
enough jobs to go round. 

The 20% difference between 
supply and demand has come 
about because of declining 
enrollments in agriculture. 
There were 5863 agriculture 
students in 1978, comared with 
5295 this year. The largest 
decreases were in Agricultural 
Economics, Animal Science, 
Food Science, and Soil Science. 
Also, fewer of these students 
come from farm backgrounds, 
and the agricultural industry is 
becoming aware of this lack of 
practical experience. One of the 
answers to this program has 
been a Cooperative program of 
study introduced at Guelph, 
where work terms (stages) in a 
related field are interspersed 
with academic semesters. 

The shortage of students in 



post-graduate programs is also 
worrying. Approximately 100 
PhDs are needed every year to 
fill vacated positions and to 
provide some expansion of 
research. If undergraduate 
enrollment continues to 
decrease, and the trend towards 
fewer students entering grad. 
programs lasts, a severe 
shortage of PhDs will result. At 
present there are 358 PhD 
students, just enough to meet 
demand. But only one third of 
students who get B plus or 
higher in their last two 
undergrad. years go into 
Master's programs. Only one 
half of these enter PhD 
programs. 

The PhD program is avoided 
because there will possibly be 
no jobs in one's field of study 
after finishing. Although job 
opportunities in Canada are still 
expanding, jobs in other 
countries are closing because of 
discriminatory hiring practises, 
(eg. Canada's 'Canadian first' 
hiring policy, Bill C22) After 
two years working, the salary 
of the PhD is only 35% higher 
than that of a BSc who has 
been workinjg for two years. 
The financial incentive for 
continuing at school is not 
strong. Moreover, the 
scholarships, bursaries and 
fellowships that grad. students 
live on while at school are 
reported not to cover basic 
expenses by a margin of 35%. 
Many students reported that a 
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good job offer after finishing 
their BSC convinced them not 
to pursue a Master's. Low 
numbers of grad. students in 
Agricultural Economics and Agr. 
Engineering are attributed to 
this factor. In addition, 70% of 
graduating students do not 
believe an MSc or PhD will 
enhance job satisfaction. 

As food production becomes 
more intensive, with larger 
inputs, such as fertilizers and 
pesticides (chemical or 
biological), being applied to 
achieve higher yields, farm 
managers will have to be better 
qualified. On the Prairies, 57% 
of farmers did not finish high 
school, and only 8% finished a 
university or technical program. 
The Agrologist article suggest 
provincial boards be set up to 
determine what needs to be 
taught to farmers, and to assign 
these courses to the institutions 
best equipped to teach them. 



Diplaoma and technician courses 
often take second place at 
universities, which put a higher 
priority on research and degree 
teaching. A survey of Diploma 
program heads indicated they 
all experienced a lack of 
money. 

Surveys of graduating 
students at OAC (Guelph) 
indicate that over the past ten 
years a greater percentage of 
grads have been going into 
agricultural industry, and also 
into farming, although this 
latter trend is bottoming out. 
The percentage of students 
entering graduate programs 
continues to decrease. 

Over the past ten years the 
percentage of women in 
agriculture programs has 
increased from 5% to 38%, 
although the percentage 
increase has been very small 
over the last few years.

LEROUX'S TEST TUBE SPEECH 



Can biochemistry and 
graduate studies help face 
the malnutrition problems of 
the world? What is 
Canada's contribution to the 
solution... or to the 
problem of malnutrition? 
In the week of march 31st, 
the walls of Macdonald 
College were pink with 
sheets advertizing Dr. 
Leroux's lecture on "Food, 
The Universal Crisis and 
Challenge", which could have 
been more approprietly 
retitled "The Architecture of 
XXth Century Agricultural 
Research Stations in Canada 
and Employment Prospects". 
Dr J.L. Leroux is assistant 
deputy minister in charge of 
research at 

Agriculture-Canada in 
Ottawa. 

After being eloquently 
introduced, Dr Leroux began 
by stressing that the 
expected human population 
of 6 billion by the year 2000 
represented a challenge that 
all concerned in agriculture 
should readily address. 
Confronted with this 
eventuality, 

use Dr Leroux's words 
"entered in a renewal 
phase", and has set definite 
priorities to be presented to 
cabinet for approval. These 
priorities touch all aspects 
of Canadian agriculture: soil 
and water conservation, 
cultural practices, pest 
management, disease control, 
plant breeding, better 
technology for food 
processing and agressive 
marketing of Canadian 
products at home and 
abroad. In short, and 
overall stride to increase 
agricultural production 2/3 
fold by the end of the 
century 

To achieve these goals, 
increasing needs foe 
extensive research in the 
fields of molecular biology, 
biotechnology, genetic 
engineering, cell culture are 
to be met by prospective 
scientists. This "mission 
oriented research" opens 
wide doors to new scientists 
willing to take on a career 
in science and face the 
problems of our times said 
Leroux. He encouraged 
students to pursue agressive 
studies, and presented slides 
of the existing research 



facilities in Canada: "all 
very nice places to work in" 
stressed Leroux. 
Listening to the 
presentation, the world's 
future rested on test tube 
science and technology. Dr 
Leroux obviously lost 
perspective of the alleged 
title of his presentation, for 
he did not make the right 
links between the problem 
he was suppose to address, 
and the political 
consequences of the solutions 
he put forward. Deputy 
minister Gaetan Lussier laid 
it on the line more bluntly 
when he declared: we cannot 
ignore the increasing 
agricultural needs of Canada 
and of the world. Canada 
has all the potential to 
benefit from the opening of 
these new markets, and so 
doing, increase our export 
revenues for agriculture 
from 15 to 35 billion dollars 
(1). Why justify this aim 



tnat a product is 
transformed, the "added 
value" only increases the 
payment in raw material 
that a poor country must 
make, so that the balance of 
payments is constantly 
shifted for the benefit of 
the rich countries. The 
constant import by Canada 
of raw material such as 
textile, fruits coffee, 
rubber; often from countries 
where political and 
economical discrimination is 
the rule, illustrates how Dr 
Leroux's and the government 
of Canada's scheme is based 
on an international 
status-quo, and just fails to 
answer the problem. What 
is needed of Canada is a 
clear denonciation of 
corrupted regimes, a break 
of economic relations with 
them, and close scrutiny 
over Canadian corporate 
activity in the developing 
world.

when the concern is for 
Canada's development alone? 
When Dr Leroux points at 
the population problem, he is 
obviously not referring to 
Canada with it's 0,8% annual 
growth rate and ample 
ressources and land to deal 
with it. He must be hinting 
to the developing countries 
whose population figures 
range anywhere between 
2-4%. Why all this emphasis 
on increasing Canada's 
agricultural productivity? Is 
it here that the grain for 
Zambia, Bolivia and Pakistan 
should be produced? And at 
what price for the Zambians, 
the Bolivians or Pakistanese? 
Dr Leroux forgets or chooses 
to forget that agricultural 
products are sold on a world 
market on the sole basis of 
profit. In case of scarcity 
due to weather, disease or 
political turmoil, 
industrialized countries far 
outweigh developing 
countries in purchasing 
power. Rich countries can 
turn to the world market to 
meet their requirements in 
staple foods, and export 
their famine to poorer 
countries that cannot pay 
this price to feed 
themselves. To the extent 



When Dr Leroux mentions 
joint CIDA programs with 
developing countries, he 
omits to tell that at times, 
60% of the funds allocated 
are spent in Canada for 
Canadian techonology, that 
may not prove to be 
adequate for the recipient 
country(2). 

No one questions the need 
to maintain adequate 
production, and to carry on 
research on arctic 
agriculture, urban agriculture 
feed conversion, etc; but Dr 
Leroux just doesn't seem to 
understand that malnutrition 
is not a problem that can be 
solved by production alone. 



If it were, why would 10% 
of the U.S. population be 
malnourished?(3) Why are 
there cases of kwashiorkor 
and marasmous in the U.S.? 

Aren't the USA the world's 
biggest producer of food? It 
besomes clear that it is the 
power structure in our 
societies that create such 
innaceptable situations. 
Increased production means 
increased availability of food 
to market, not necessarily to 
people. The food may be on 
the shelf for everybody to 
buy, but the buying power is 
not equally distributed 
among all social classes, 
among all countries. 

Dr Leroux's mistake is not 
only in the title of his 
presentation, it is in his 
whole conception of 
development. Increased 
production means increased 
revenues for Canada, period. 

No relation to a solution to 
human malnutrition. Food 
for profit means human lives 
tagged in dollars and cents. 
This implicit statement in 
his lecture killed the 
"inspiration" of most of the 
students present and got you 
longing for another 
"exquisite" seminar. No, 
science alone cannot solve 
the malnutrition problem.

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Tuition fees are a small part 
of university funding, about 6% 
at most universities. This has 
not always been the case. 
Many universities used to 
require students to pay fees 
which covered well over half 
the cost of education. Some, 
such as private colleges in the 
States, still do. Fortunately we 
live in a country where the 
governemnt pays most of the 
costs of maintaining the 
universities, and has student aid 
programs to help pay the 
personal costs of needy 
| students. And why does the 
government pay the costs of 
universities? Because university 
graduates benefit, in fact are 
necesary for, the whole society. 
As we live in a capitalist 
society, we are not paid a wage 
to go to university, but are 
supposed to treat our education 
in part as an investment, to 



bring us a higher salary in the 
future. 

So what happens when the 
government reduces its spending 
on universities? The university 
looks to increase its income, 
and decrease its costs. It does 
the former by raising tuition 
fees, and the latter by 
decreasing services- old 
equipment and old profesors are 
not replaced, or 'let go f .

If 
they don't have the money, then 
the loans and bursaries of 
Student Aid is the option left. 
Could you imagine going to the 
bank at the age of 17 or 18 
and taking out a loan to go to 
university? Each year you'd 
need more, to pay off the 
interest on previous loans. And 



this on the basis of gecang a 
'good job' after gradual: >, 
Could you imagine doing this 
with $3000 tuition fees to pay 
(present foreign student fees)? 
Student loans are not that bad- 
there's no interest to pay until 
after you graduate, but if you 
come from a family where 
there is little money left after 
paying for necessities, the 
prospect of a $10,000 or higher 
debt after graduation is not 
something to make you rush to 
register at university; not 
unless salaries for graduates are 
a lot higher than for people 
without a university degree. 

Maybe this is what D. 
Robinson would like to see: a 
university education only for 
those who can pay for 
themselves, (or whose parents 
can), or those willing to 
undertake university as an 
investment. Of course, tuition

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The Student Council held 
its annual leadership 
conference two weekends 
ago. It is attended by the 
newly-elected members of 
the Council plus the 
outgoingcouncil members. 
The weekend, held at 
Concordia's Lacolle Centre, 
close to the US border, is 
intended to allow Council 
members to get to know one 
another, as well as giving a 
chance for old and new 
Council members to discuss 
current problems, and 
directions for the energies 
of the new Council in the 
coming year. 

The last of these two 
functions was impeded by 
four obstacles: 

* Firstly there was the 
experiment of having only 
new Council members attend 
the main part of the 
conference; the Saturday 
daytime workshops. 

* Secondly, the workshops 
were supposed to be 
animated by the Counsellor 
from the Counselling 
Service, but she was ill, and 
not able to go. 

* Thirdly, the conference 
theme; 'communications 1 , 
provided very little structure 
to the discussion. 

* Fourthly, the new council 
member were more ignorant 
than in the past two years, 
of the workings of student 
council and its activities. 

Thus, discussion was 
disorganized, theoretical 
rather than practical, 

unclear as to the role of the 
student council in student 
life, and in short,

unproductive. This was quite 
clear at the short general 
meeting Saturday night, 
after the arrival of the new 
council members, when 
summaries of the day's 
workshops were presented. 
Shelley Wander, the new 
Internal VP presented some 
obtuse, philosophical points 
that had been brought up in 
the morning, and then the 
only really substantial point- 
in order to increase student 
use of the Caf= Macadam 
the Council will organize 
some orientation event to 
take place in the Caf=, 
including the new students 
supper, traditionally held in 
the Snack Bar. Bill O'Neill, 
incoming and outgoing 
Post-grad rep looked at the 
notes of the second 
workshop group for a couple 
of minutes, then decided he 
had nothing to add. 

Previous meetings have 
seen several points from 
each group presented, for 
each of the four workshops 
held during the day. 

The only other topic that 
got much attention was- 
communication. The revivsl 
of interest in this perennial 
problem was sparked by the 
Student Activity Coordinator 
proposal engineered by Barry 
Thomerson and others. The 
old and new councils found 
Barry's proposals 
unacceptable, although "we 
realise the communications 
problem exists, and his 
proposal has some good 



points". So, the student 
leaders, old and new, 
without attempting to define 
what the communication 
problem actually consisted of 
(the first step outlined on 
one of the little discussion 
sheets we had to read), went 
straight for the solution- a 
Co m munications Committee 
to solve the Communications 
problem. Again, the question 
of what the committee was 
to do was left to one side 
while it was decided who 
should be on the committee. 
The consensus was that the 
two members-at-large should 
chair it (rather than the 
Internal VP), and should also 
have on it anyone else who 
was willing, or could be 
coerced onto it. Some people 
wanted a representative 
from every campus 
organization, while another 
idea suggested the 'leaders' 
of informal social groupings. 
At one point it seemed the 
Communication Committee 
would become a consolation 
prize for those people 
defeated in the Student 
Council elections. 

But who was the Com 
Com to communicate with, 
about what, and why? What 
were its objectives? Only 
vague ides emerged. Shelley 
thought these people should 
be responsible for acting as 
a verbal Mouthpiece- maybe 
people would be more 
interested in coming to the 
events if they were 
announced in classes, rather 



than just written. Other 
people thought they would 
make posters. Whatever 
they did, the student council 
members on the Com Com 
would report to the Student 
Council. Whether they 
reported reaction to Council 
decisions or just collected 
information was not 
discussed. 

Some people worried the 
Com Com might impede 
communications between 
student and the students 
council (I'm sorry, I'm a 
student councillor- you have 
to take ytour problem to the 
Communications Committee 
first). 

Specific solutions to the 
problem suggested were: a 
suggestion box or bitch 
board in the MS, and a 
booth one day a week in the 
MS foyer. 

However, there's no point 
in telling people what you 
are doing if you're not doing 
anything, and there's no 
point in listening if you're 
not going to do anything 
about it. And it seems the 
Student Council, this year, 
as last year, is only 
interested in services, not 
politics (though we are now 
members of RAEU; 
thankyou, Jean-Fran/ois). So 
our role in RAEU, cutbacks, 
and student input into 
university decision-making 
were hardly even mentioned 
during the weekend. 

But you elected them 
just to organize parties (and 
maybe a couple of seminars), 
didn't you?I hope so, because 
you're not going to get very 
much more out of these 
people.

" Canada, the United States 
and the United Kingdom are 
receiving billions of dollars' 
worth of foreign aid - from the 
Third World. It's coming in the 
form of skilled migrants added 
to their labor pools. And this 
one-way labor flow, or brain 
drain, is a cause for growing 
concern among developing 
nations. 

So far there has been no 
talk of emigration restrictions 
or of imitating the Soviet 
Union, which has been known to 
demand that would-be emigrants 
reimburse the state for their 
education. But spokesmen for 
many developing countries, 
concerned that their loss is 
developed countries' gain, have 
advanced various suggestions for 
international action on the 



problem. One proposal, currently 
being reviewed by the United 
Nations, is an international 
labor compensatory fund: 
labor-importing countries would 
pay labor- exporting countries 
for the cost of training the 
workers. 

According to UNCTAD 
(United Nations Conference on 
Trade and Development), the 
brain drain - known also as the 
"reverse transfer of technology" 
- first began a decade or so 
ago when immigration policies 
in developed countries reduced 
or else eliminated entry barriers 
for professionals from 
developing countries such as 
India, Pakistan, the Philippines 
and Sri Lanka. 

From the early 1960s to 
1 9 72, for example, the 



developing countries provided 
more than 230,000 skilled 
workers to the United States, 
the United Kingdom and 
Canada. Included among were 
engineers, physicians and 
surgeons and scientists. Some 
56,000 skilled workers came to 
Canada during this period

The Veteran's Hospital, a 
different city? 

Of course, if we have never 
had the opportunity of going 
there we cannot do anything 
else other than ignore it. I have 
known for quite a long time 
that volunteers are in demand, 
so my curiosity and a strange 
force inside me led me to go 
there. I discussed with Mrs 
Dallenbach from the voluntary 
center of the Veteran's Hospital 
what volunteers can do there 
and what are the activities of 
the "house". Come and visit the 
hospital with me by means of 
this article. 

The Veteran's Hospital is 
inhabited by a population of 
about one thousand veterans, 
most of them, being men; half 
are french ,half are english, 
some speak other languages. 
They spend most of their time 
in this high building we can 
easily see from the campus( no 
doubt they can also observe us). 
However observing the 
surroundings of the hospital is 
surely not their only leisure 
activity. 

Reading is made possible 
by a library which is open 3 
days a week in the afternoon, 
(compared to them we are quite 
lucky at Macdonald). The 
library is more like one at my 
primary school. I was told that 
the veterans would appreciate 
having more journals; They do 
not have many french journals 
in particular. Can you imagine 
if the librarian allowed the 
people to take books to their 
rooms, the library would be 



As well as reading,the veterans 
do very nice arts and crafts, 
such as fluffy animals and many 
other nice things. I was amazed 
to hear their music from a doll. 

I saw one of them playing 
piano while an animator 
encouraged a small group of 
men to sing together like the 
song of the Macdonald farm. 

Bowling and volleyball are 
two sports they can practice as 
long as volunteer people are 
available as instructors or 
referees. Volunteers are needed 
7 days a week. 

Mrs. Dallenbach pointed 
out that it's up to the volunteer 
to choose the kind of service 
he wants to offer. Do you like 
reading for others? Feel free to 
do so. On Sunday mornings one 
can push the chairs of the 
veterans who cannot walk. Do 
you want to sit and talk with 
one of these men who rarely or 
never receive visitors. About 
thirty students of John Abbott 
college regularly visit the 
veterans. Certain volunteers 
may prefer to entertain a group 
of veterans in singing or 
whatever. There is no doubt 
that all doors are open for the 
volunteers. The visiting hours 
are daily from 1 to 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon and from 7 to 8 
at night. 

I f wou want more 
information, why don't you 
phone the Hospital at 457-3440 
and ask about the voluntary 
service. You can also get in 
touch with me. I hope that I 
have enlighted you a bit about 
this high, imposing building at 
Ste. Anne , which is full of 
people who would appreciate 
the presence of many more 
people at their place.

Although not truly 
faster than a bullet, it is the 
swiftest of all birds attaining 
speeds of over 200 kilometers 
per hour when diving at its 
prey.

Recently this falcon and other 
birds of prey have become 
famous for their rapid, 
worldwide decline in numbers. 
Abnormal reproduction, including 
eating or abandonment of young 
and laying eggs so thin-shelled 
they cracked under the mother's 
weight led to population 
declines. Biologists eventually 
attributed these events to DDT, 
as lethal to birds of prey as 
Kryptonite is to Superman. 
Although DDT does not kill out- 
right, it accumulates in the 
tissues of any animal which 
ingests it. Peregrines which 
ate birds which had eaten grain 
treated with DDT got 
whopping doses. 

Environmentalists are alarmed 
about the endangered peregrine, 
not only because they don't 
want to witness the demise of 
a spectacular bird, but also 
because it is useful as an 
indicator of environmental 
health. Like the coal miner's 
canary, the decline of a species 
may warn us of a threat to 
ourselves. 

Last fall at the Raptor 
Research Conference in 
Montreal (a raptor is a bird of 
prey), hundreds of wildlife 
biologists from all over North 
America gathered to exchange 
information about their 
research. The Peregrine 
Reintroduction Workshop was an 
opportunity for those who are 
actively involved in preventing 
the peregrine's flight to 
extinction to "talk shop", and 
swap ideas about solving the 
daily challenges of running a 



way of life is-called ^hacking". 
It is derived from the method 
used by f ahx>n e r s to 
reaccustom a bird to living wild 
once they no longer needed it. 
The key to successful hacking is 
to use imprinting effectively . 
Imprinting is an irreversible 
psychological process by which 
an animal learns who it is, 
where it lives, and who it 
should mate with. If a young 
peregrine receives food from 
humans, it will not "realize" 
that it is a bird, and will 
eventually choose a human 
rather than another peregrine as 
its mate. 

Peregrine reintroduction workers 
avoid this by minimizing 
contact with the birds. They 
put them in a "hack box" at a 
young age, and feed them dead 
chicks or quails via a chute(see 
sketch). Feeding continues after 
the release of the birds until 
they no longer eat what is put 
out for them, presumably 
because they are catching their 
own food. 

The hack box is placed on a 
cliff or high building, since in 
the wild, peregrines frequent 
cliffs. It is barred on one side 
to protect the babies from 
predators, and closed on the 
other so that they may hide 
when frightened. 
When the peregrines are fledged 
and ready to fly, the bars of 
the hack box are slid aside or 
lifted one by one. This the 
crucial moment of all release 
programmes. If the birds are 
startled, they may bolt, never 
to return. Some workers like 
to open the hack box before 
dayreak so that the birds do 
not leave right away. Also, the 
birds have a full day to explore 
their surroundings and find 
their way home again. Since 
they are not yet accomplished 



fliera youngsters should not be 
reused on a windy day. 

~ many pitfalls await the 
yourt£ peregrines. They may be 
ea&pn by Great Horned Owls 
T ile roosting, shot by 
Xsinformed hunters, hit by 
ars, poisoned by toxins 
'contained in their prey. One 
bird drowned in a rooftop 
cooling system. However, the 
fate of most released peregrines 
is unknown. 

The Macdonald Raptor Research 
Centre, here on campus, has 
released 32 peregrines locally at 
two sites. Over the past five 
years, 23 birds have been 
"hacked out" from the roof of 
the Veterans' Hospital in Ste. 
Anne-de-Bellevue, thanks to the 
collaboration of Dr. Leblanc, 
former hospital director. None 
have returned, despite the 
abundant pigeons on nearby 
college farm. 

The MRRC team tried a new 
release technique last summer. 
The bars on the hack box were 
omitted, so that the young birds 
could leave on their own when 
ready. This method avoids the 
difficulties of deciding when to 
open the hack box and how to 
do so without "spooking" the 
birds. However, it has its 
drawbacks. One of the hospital 
birds flew off before she was 
strong enough to go far, and 
fluttered to the ground where 
she was found, fortunately, by a 
friendly security guard. In the 
wild, it is fairly common for 
fledgling falcons to spend some 
time on the ground where they 
are fed by the parents. In an 
artificial setting, though, with 
no parents to protect and feed 



it and the risks of being run 
over or collected for a pet, 
falling onto the ground is 
dangerous for a young 
peregrine. 

Peregrines nested successfully 
on the Sun Life Building in 
downtown Montreal for many 
years, until DDT took its toll. 
Last year the MRRC released 
three youngsters from the Sun 
Life. They disappeared, and the 
centre personnel believed they 
had probably died, until one of 
the three was spotted near 
Montreal Harbour eating pigeons 
and shorebirds. Apparently 
some artificially bred peregrines 
can survive without handouts 
fronn their surrogate parents. 
A peregrine has been feeding on 
pigeons at Place d'Armes all 
this winter. Observers have not 
been able to see whether or not 
it is wearing a leg band, so it 
is not known whether the bird 
is a MRRC release, or an 
arctic peregrine which will soon 
migrate north. If it is If it is. a 
released bird, hopefully it will 
take up residence in Ste. 
Anne's or Montreal, attract a 
mate, and breed. Successful 
nesting by reintroduced 
peregrines in the US and 
elsewhere in Canada has 
occured. Let's hope that the 
efforts of the Macdonald Raptor 
Research Centre will soon be 
rewarded.

Horticultural Society: What's 
happening now ? 

For those who came to see 
the "Royale" you might have 
noticed some people running 
displays of projects set up by 
the Society. We got some 
flowers from forced bulbs 
(tulips, crocus, others). Some 
steps in the growth process 
were done wrong but next time, 
students will know how to do 
it. Nothing better than 
experiments. 

We might get some 
mushf*ooms"Pleurote sp" one 
day, after having some 
contamination of the mycelium. 
The growth has to be carefully 
checked and done under aseptic 
conditions. With this method, 
you need logs, space, you can 
do it at home. 

Some students set up a 
hydroponic system supposely 
efficient for almost any plant. 
Herbs and lettuce are our first 
try, let's see how big they will 
get. (you will notice it on a 
bench in the greenhouse). Indoor 
plants are being propagated,

Last Harvest, Jon wrote that in 
the course of our university 
education, we have scarcely any 
opportunities to debate or 
discuss in class the ideas 
expressed by our profs, and that 
too much emphasis is placed on 
simply amassing knowledge. We 
learn how to understand 
complicated subjects, but not 
how to critically assess them 
before absorbing them. 
I too feel that this is a flaw in 
my education. In the field of 
renewable resources, it is often 
necessary to assess data and 
use it in making management 
decisions affecting the public. 
As professionals we will 
probably, on occasion, have to 
argue our point of view 
convincingly, backing it up with 
facts. Mere dedication to our 
vocation will not suffice in the 
face of opposition. Since we 
are being trained as 
professionals, this part of our 
training should not be 
ignored. We seek knowledge, not 
for its own sake, but as a tool 
to use in managing 
resources,educating tRe^public, 
or whatever we do to make the 
world a better place to live. 
Seminar classes give us the 
chance (oblige us, even.) xo 
speak up in front of our peers 
and profs. The material we 
present may be strictly factual 
or relatively open to 
interpretation. The possibility 
of a grad. student or prof 
asking a sticky question adds to 
our nervousness. It IS 
important to "know your stuff", 
but we should have more 
chances to improve our debating 
skills as well as learning to 
make a coherent presentation. 
Perhaps more time for questions 
and discussion could be helpful. 

It is very important to be able 
to understand the arguments 
both "for" and "against" any 
issue, especially if it concerns 
possible conflicts between users 
of a resource. 

As our analytical and critical 
skills flourish, we will feel 
more confident about tackling 
questions which haven't one 
simple answer, the sort of 
questions resource managers 
face every day.
